False stereotypes can hide the truth from people of any agc.At the age of 
six, my introduction to Islam got off to a bad start, whill attending 
presbyterian Sunday school in Jacksonville,Illinois I was misled about 
Muslims and their religion and I harbored the misinformation untill middle 
age. 

Our teacher a kindly volunteer w ho served faithfully for years told us 
that uneducated primitive, violent people lived in desert areas of the holy land 
and worshiped a 'strange GOD' in one of my earlist childhood re collections, I 
remember that she called them Muhammadans and kept repeating, 'they 
aren't like us' As she talked, we played in a large sandbox, moving into 
diffrent positions miniature likenesses of plant tress, cantles, tent and 
nomadic people. 

Her comments stuck in nty memory. For most of my life I held a vision of 
muhantmadans as alien, ignorant, threatning people. Like many Americans 
today, my teacher innocently repeated misinformation she had acquired from 
other poorly informed people. She recited to our class w hat she belived to be 
the truth in eluding the misnomer muhantmadans'. I do not believe she 
intended to instill misinformation or defame Islam. She simply lacked the 
facts. 

Silent No More: Confronting America's False Images of Islam by Paul

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TO explain Muhammad's success, the legends claimed that he had been a 
magician who had concocted false 'miracles' to take in the credulous Arabs 
and destroy the church in Africa and the Middle East. One tale spoke of a 
white bull had terrorized the population and which Anally appeared with the 
Qu'ran, the scripture which Muhammad had to the Arab, floating 
miraculously between its horns. Muhammad was also said to have trained a 
dove to peck peas from his ears so that it looked as thought the Holy Spirit 
were w hispering into them. His mystical experiences were explained away by 
the claim that he was an epileptic .which at that time was tantamount to 
saying that he was possessed by demons. His sexual life was dwelt on in 
prurient detail: he was credited with every perversion known to men and was 
said to have attracted people into his religion by encouraging them to indulge 
their basest instincts. There was nothing genuine in Muhammad's claims: he 
had been a cold-blooded impostor who had taken in nearly all his own people. 
Those of his followers who had seen through his preposterous ideas had kept 
quiet because of their own base ambition. The one way that western 
Christians could explain Muhammad's compelling and successful religious 
vision was to deny its independent inspiration: Islam was a breakaway form 
of Christians, the heresy of all heresies. It was said that one Sergius, an 
heretical monk, had been rightly force to flee Christen dom and had met 
Muhammad Arabia, where he had coached him in his distorted version of 
Christianity .Without the sword, 'Muhammadanism' would never have 
flourished: Muslims we still forbidden discussing religion freely in the Islamic 
empire. But Muhammad had come to a fitting end: during one of his demonic 
convulsions he had been torn apart by herd of pigs. 

Some details of this fantasy reflect Christian anxieties about their ow n 
emergent identity. (Muhammad A Biography of the Prophet by Karen Armstrong 
Page:26/27 Published in 2001 by Phoenix press London) 
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The period of the Crusades When the Actional Mahound was established, 
also a time of great strain and in Europe. This is graphically expressed in the 
phobia about Islam. < Muhammad a Biography of the Prophet, Page. 27) 
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Dante still cannot allow Muhammad an independent religious vision. He 
is a mere schismatic, who had broken away from the parent faith. The 
scatological imagery reveals the disgust that Islam inspired in the Christian 
breast, but it also depicts the split in the western ,psyche, which sees 'Islam' 
as an image of everything in itself which it cannot digest. The fear and hatred, 
w hich is a complete denial of the loving message of Jesus, also represent a 
deep wound in the integrity of Western Christianity. (Muhammad a Biography of 
the Prophet, Page: 29) 
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Peter had written his own treatise, which addressed the Muslim world 
gently and with affection: I approach you, as men often do with arms but 

with words; not w ith force but with reason, not in hatred but in love I love 

you ,loving you, I write to you, writing to you I invite you to salvation.' but 
the title of this treatise was summary of the Whole Heresy of the Diabolic sect 
of the Saracen. Few real Muslim, even if they were able to read the Ahbot of 
Cluny's Latin text, find such an approach Sympathetic. Even the kindly 
Abhot ,who demonstrated his opposition to the fanaticism of his time on other 
occasion .showed sings of the schizophrenic mentality of Europe vis-224- vis 
Islam. When King Louis VII of France led the second Crusade to the Middle 
East in 1 147, peter wrote to him saying that he hoped he would kill as many 
Muslims as Moses) sic) and Joshua had killed Amorites and Canaanites. 
(Muhammad a Biography of the Prophet, Page: 30/31) 
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At the end of the thirteenth century, the Dominican scholar Kiccoldo da 
Mont Croce traveled in Muslim countries was impressed by the quality of the 
piety he saw: Muslims put Christian to shame, he wrote. But when he 
returned home to write the Disputatio contra saracenos ET Alchoranum, he 
simply repeated the old myths. < Muhammad A Biography of the Prophet, Page 32) 
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Islam to the threshold of Europe, john of Segovia pointed out that a new 
way of coping with the Islamic menace had to be found. It would never be 
defeated by war or conventional missionary activity. He began work on a new 
translation of the Qu'ran, collaborating with a Muslim jurist from 
Salamanca. He also proposed the idea of an international conference, at 
which there could be an informed exchange of views between Muslims and 
Christians. John died in 1458, before either of his projects had been brought 
to fruition, but his friend Nicholas of Cusa had been enthusiastic about this 
new approach. In 1460 he written the cribratio Alchoran (This Sieve of the 
Qu'ran), which was not conducted on the usual polemical lines but attempted 
the systematic literary, historical and philological examination of the text that 
John of Segovia had considered essential. During the Renaissance, Arabic 
studies were and this cosmopolitan and encyclopedic approach led some 
scholars to a more realistic assessment of the Muslim world and to an 
abandonment of cruder Crusading attitudes. But as in the Middle Ages, the 
growing appreciation of the facts was not enough to neutralise the old image 
of hatered, which had such a powerful hold on the Westen imagination. 
(Muhammad a Biography of the Prophet by Karen Armstrong Page 35 Publisher! in 2001 
by Phoenix press London) 
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Even thought d' Herbelot was aware of the proper name of the religion, he 
continued to call it 'Mohammadan' because that was the name that 'we' use; 
similarly the Christian world could still see the prophet only in its own 
distorted way as an inferior version of 'us'. I Muhammad a Biography or the 
Prophet, Page 36) 
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But so entrenched was the old prejudice that many of these writers could 
not resist giving the prophet a gratuitous swipe occasionally, demonstrating 
that the traditional image was not dead. Thus Simon Ockley described 
Muhammad as 'a very subtle and crafty man, who put on the appearance 
only of those good qualities ,while the principles of his soul were ambition and 
lust.' George Sale agreed in the introduction to his translation that 'It is 
certainly one the most convincing proofs that mohammadanism was no other 
then a human invention, that it owes its progress and establishment almost 
entirely to the sword. (Muhammad A Biography of the Prophet, Page: 37) 
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In 1741 in his drama Mahomet or fanaticism, Voltaire had been able to 
take advantage of the current prejudice to use Muhammad as an example of 
all the charlatans who have easlaved their people to religion by means of 
trickery and line: finding some of the old legends iasufficiently scurrilous, he 
had blithely made some of his own. Even Gibbon had little time for 
Muhammad himself, arguing that he had lured the Arabs to follow him bait 
of loot and sex. As for the Muslim belief in the inspiration of the Qu'ran. 
Gibbon loftily declared it an impossible position for the truly civilized men. 
(Muhammad A Biography of the Prophet. Page 37) 
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Today the Muslim world associates Western imperialism and Christian 
missionary work with the Crusades. They are not wrong to do so. (Muhammad 
Biography of the Prophet, Page: 40)

It has no apparent structure, no sustained argument or organizing. 
(Muhammad a Prophet for our time by Karen Armstrong Page: 58 Print by Harper Press

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They linked passages that initially seemed separates and integrated the 
different strands of the text, as one verse delicately qualified and 
supplemented others. (Muhammad Prophet for our time Page: 59) 
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One day, Tabari continues, Muhammad was sitting beside the kabah with 
some of elders, reciting a new Surah, in which Allah tried to reassure his 
critics: Muhammad had not intended to cause all this trouble, the divine voice 
insisted; he was not deluded inspired by a jinni; he had experienced a true 
vision of the divine and of the divine and was simply telling his people what 
he had seen and heard. Kut then, to his surprise, Muhammad found himself 
chanting some verses about the three 'daughters of God': 'Have you, and then 
ever considered what you are worshipping in Al-lat and Al-u/za, as well as 
Manat, the third, the other? 

Immediately the Quraysh sat up and listened intently. The loved goddesses 
who mediated with Allah on their behalf. 'These are the exalted gharaniq. 
'Muhammad continued, 'whose intercession is approved. 

Tabari claims that these words were put his lips by the shay tan ('tempter'). 
This is very alarming notion to Christian, who regard Satan as a figure of 
monstrous evil .The Quran is certainly familiar with the story of the fallen 
angel who defied God: it calls him Iblis (a contraction of the Greek diabolos: 
'devil'). But the shay tan who inspired this gracious compliment to the 
goddesses was far less threatening creature. Shavtan were simply a species of 
jinni; they were' tempters’ who suggested the empty, facile, and self-indulgent 
yearnings that deflected humans from the right path. Like all jinn, the 
shaytan were ubiquitous, mischievous, but not on a par with the devil. 
Muhammad had been longing for a peace with the Quraysh; he knew how 
devoted they were to goddesses and many have thought that if he could find a 
way of incorporating the gharaniq into his eligion, they might look more 
kindly on his message. When he recited the rogue, verses, it was his own 
desire talking-not Allah-and the endorsement of the goddesses proved to be a 
mistake. Like any other Arab, he naturally attributed his error to a shaytan.

We have to be clear here that many Muslims believe this story to be 
apocryphal. They point out that there is no clear reference to it in the Qu'ran 
that it is not mentioned by Ibn Ishaq in the earliest and most reliable account 
of Muhammad's life or in the great collection of tradition (ahadith) about 
Muhammad which was compiled in the ninth century by Bukhari and 
Muslim. Muslim does not reject tradition simply because they could be 
interpreted critically, but because they are insufficiently attested. Western 
enemies of Islam', how ever .seized upon it to illustrate Muhammad's manifest 
insincerity: how could men who change the divine W'ord to suit himself be a 
true prophet? Surely any genuine prophet would be able to distinguish 
between a divine a satanic inspiration ?Would a man of God tamper with his 
revelation merely to attract more converts? (Muhammad a Biography of the 
Prophet. Page: 111) 
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But this story is in conflict with other tradition and with the Qu'ran itself.

Later we shall see the Quraysh asking Muhammad to make a monolatrous 
compromise: he could worship al-LIah alone and they would worship their 
ancestral deities as well as High God.

He was living in 
a chronically violent society and he saw these raids not simply as a means of 
bringing in much- needed income, but as a way of resolving his quarrel with 
the Qurayshh.

for the tonsure from his youth. Becoming a pupil of the priests of the church 
of S. Zoilus, he studied night and day with such assiduity that he soon 
outstripped not only his fellow-pupils, but also his teachers. (Spanish Islam: A

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This zealous divine acquired a commanding influence over the young 
Eulogius, and it was the Abbot who instilled into his mind that life-long and 
implacable hatred of Islam which characterised his pupil.

Since proselytism, to which Eulogius thus pleaded guilty, was not a 
capital offence, the Kady merely condemned him to be beaten. Eulogius 
instantly made up his mind.Perhaps his resolution w as due rather to pride 
than to courage ,but he decided that it was a hundred times better for such a 
man as himself to seal with his blood his life-long principles than to submit to 
an ignominious punishment.'

The author of the second 
Epistle to the Thessalonians had explained that Jesus would not return until 
the 'Great Apostasy' had taken place: a rebel would establish his rule in the 
Temple of Jerusalem and mislead many Christian with his plausible 
doctrines. The Book of Revelation also spoke of a great Beast, marked with 
the mysterious number 666 ,w ho would crawl out of the abyss, enthrone 
himself on the Temple Mount and rule the world.6 Islam seemed to these 
ancient prophecies perfectly. The Muslims had conquered Jerusalem in 638, 
had built two splendid mosques on the Temple Mount and did indeed seem to 
rule the world. Even though Muhammad had lived after Christ, when there 
was no need for a further revelation, he had set himself up as a prophet and 
many Christian had apostatized and joined the new religion .Eulogio and 
Alvaro had in their possession a brief life of Muhammad, w hich had taught 
them that he had died in the year 666 the Era of Spain, which was thirty -eight 
years ahead of conventional reckoning. This late eighth century western 
biography of Muhammad had been produced in the monastery of near 
Pamplona on the hinterland of the Christian world, which trembled before 
the mighty Islamic giant. Besides the political threat, the success of Islam 
raised a disturbing theological question: how had God allowed this impious 
faith to prosper? Could it be that he had deserted his own people? 

The diatribes against Muhammad uttered by the Cordovan martyrs had 
been based on this apocalyptic biography. In this fear-ridden fantasy, 
Muhammad was an impostor and a charlatan, who had set himself up as a 
prophet to deceive the world; he was a lecher who had wallowed in disgusting 
debauchery and inspired his followers to do the same; he had forced people to 
convert to his faith at sword point. Islam was not an independent revelation, 
therefore, but a heresv, a failed from of Christianitv; it was a violent religion 


of the sword that glorified war and slaughter. (Muhammad a Biography of (he

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I became convinced of these fifteen years ago, after the fatwah of 
Ayatollah Khomeinihad sentenced Salman Rushdie and his publishers to 
death because of what was perceived to be a blasphemous portrait of 
Muhammad in the Satanic Verses. I abhorred the fatwah and believed that 
Rushdie’s liberal supporters segued from a denunciation of the fatwah to an 
out -and-out condemnation of Islam itself that bore no relation to the facts.

But now he was beginning to look further 
afield to the people of the Book, who had received earlier revelations. Despite 
confidence that this gave him, he was now desperte. (Muhammad a Biography of 
the Prophet Page 92, 93) 
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He insisted, thinking that the angle had mistaken him for one of the 
disreputable kahins. ( Muhammad a Biography of the Prophet Page 83) 


The idea that he had, against his will, probably become a jinn-posscssed 
kahin filled him w ith such despair, says the historian Tabari that he no longer 
wanted to go on living. Rushing from the cave, he began to climb to the 
summit of the mountain to fling himself to his death. But on the mountainside 
he had another vision of a being which, later, he identified with Gabriel. 
(Muhammad a Biography of the Prophet Page 83) 
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Crawling on his hands and knees, the w hole upper part of his body shaking 
convulsively, Muhammad flung himself into her lap. 'Cover me ICover me!' 
he cried, begging her to shy him from this terrifving persence .Despite his 
contempt for the kahin, who always covered themselves with a cloak when 
delivering an oracle, Muhammad had instinctively adopted the same posture . 
(Muhammad a Biography of the Prophet Page 84) 


When the fear receded on that first occasion, Muhammad asked her if he 
had become a kahin; it was the only from of inspiration that was familiar to 
him and despite its towering holiness it also seemed disturbingly similar to the 
experience of the jinn-possessed people of Arabia. Thus Hussan ibn Thabit, 
the poet of yathrib who latter become a Muslim, says that when he received 
his poetic vocation, his jinni, had appeared to him, thrown him to the ground 
and forced the inspired words his mouth. Muhammad had little respect for 
the jinn .w ho could be capricious and make mistakes. If this was how al-I.lah 
had rewarded him for his devotion, he did not want to live throughout his life, 
Qu'ran shows how sensitive Muhammad was to any suggestion that might 
simply be majnun .possessed by a jinni, and carefully distinguishes. 
(Muhammad a Biography of the Prophet Page 84, 85) 
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Muhammad was no plaster saint. He lived in a violent and dangerous 
society and sometime adopted methods w hich those of us who have been 
fortunate enough to live in a safer world will find disturbing. (Muhammad a 
Biography of the Prophet Page 51/52) 
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Perhaps this belief in its own divinity also explains why the U.S. 
government has conferred upon itself the right and freedom to murder and 
exterminate people 'for their ow n good.' 

When he announced the U.S. air strikes against Afghanistan, President 
Bush Jr. said' ,Wc're a peaceful nation.' He went on to say, 'This is the calling 
of the United States of America, the most free nation in the world, a nation 
built on fundamental values, that rejects hate, rejects violence, rejects 
murderers, rejects evil. And we will not tire'. 

The U.S. Empire rests on a grisly foundation: the massacre of millions of 
indigenous people, the stealing of their lands, and following this, the 
kidnapping and enslavement of millions of black people from Africa to work 
that land. Thousands died on the seas while they were being shipped like 
caged cattle between continents. ( www.countercurrents.org/uvrov240803.htm ) 
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In the best-selling version of popular myth as history, U.S. 'goodness' 
peaked during World War II (aka America's War against Fascism). Lost in 
the din of trumpet sound and angel song is the fact that when fascism was in 
full stride in Europe, the U.S. government actually looked away. When Hitler 
was carrying out his genocidal pogrom against Jews, U.S. officials refused 
entry to Jewish refugees fleeing Germany. The United States entered the war 
only after the Japanese bombed Pearl Harbour .Drowned out by the noisy 
hosannas is its most barbaric act, in fact the single most savage act the world 
has ever witnessed: the dropping of the atomic bomb on civilian populations 
in Hiroshima and Nagasaki. The war was nearly over. The hundreds of 
thousands of Japanese people w ho were killed, the countless others w ho were 
crippled by cancers for generations to come, were not a threat to world peace. 
They were civilians. Just as the victims of the World Trade Center and 
Pentagon bombings were civilians. Just as the hundreds of thousands of 
people who died in Iraq because of the U.S.-led sanctions were civilians. The 
bombing of Hiroshima and Nagasaki was a cold, calculated experiment 
carried out to demonstrate America's power. At the time. President Truman 
described it as "the greatest thing in history .' 

The Second World War, we're told, was a 'war for peace'. The atomic 
bomb was a 'weapon of peace'. We're invited to believe that nuclear 
deterrence prevented World War III. (That was before President George 
Bush Jr. came up with the 'pre-emptive strike doctrine'. Was there an 
outbreak of peace after the Second World War? Certainly there was 
(relative) peace in Europe and America - but does that count as world peace? 
Not unless savage ,proxy wars fought in lands where the coloured races live 
(chinks, niggers ,dinks, wogs, gooks) don't count as wars at all.

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This would involve fighting and bloodshed, but the root jhd implies more 
than a 'holy war'. It signifies a physical, moral spiritual and intellectual 
effort. There are plenty of Arabic words denoting armed combat, such as 
harb (war), sira'a (combat), ma'araka (battle) or qital) killing), which the 
Qu'ran could easily have used if war had been the Muslims 'principal way of 
engaging in this effort. Instead it chooses a vaguer, richer word with a wide 
range of connotations. The jihad is not one of the five pillars of Islam. It is not 
the central prop of the religion, despite the common western view. But it was 
and remains a duty for Muslims to commit themselves to a struggle on all 
fronts_ moral, spiritual and political, to create a just and decent society, 
where the poor and vulnerable are not exploited, in the way that God had 
intended man to live. Fighting and warfare might sometime be necessary ,but, 
it was only a minor part of the whole jihad or struggle. A well- known 
tradition (hadith) has Muhammad say on returning from a battle, 'we return 
from the little jihad to the greater jihad, the more difficult and crucial effort 
to conquer the forces of evil in oneself and in one's own society in the details 
of daily life. < Muhammad a Biography of the Prophet Page 168) 
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Peter had written his own treatise, which addressed the Muslim world 
gently and with affection: I approach you, as men often do with arms but 

with words; not with force but with reason ,not in hatred but in love I 

love you, loving you, I write to you, w riting to you I invite you to salvation.' 
but the title of this treatise was summary of the Whole Heresy of the Diabolic 
sect of the Saracen. Few real Muslim, even if they were able to read the Abbot 
of Cluny's Latin text, find such an approach Sympathetic. Even the kindly 
Abbot, who demonstrated his opposition to the fanaticism of his time on other 
occasion, showed sings of the schizophrenic mentality of Europe vis-224-vis 
Islam. When King Louis VII of France led the second Crusade to the Middle 
East in 1147, peter wrote to him saying that he hoped he would kill as many 
Muslims as Moses (sic) and Joshua had killed Amorites and Canaanites.

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The Qu'ran was beginning to evolve a theology of the just war: it might 
sometime be necessary' to fight to preserve decent values. Unless religious 
people had sometime been ready to ward oil attack, all their places of 
worship) for example) would have been destroyed. God will give the Muslims 
victory only if they ’perform the prayer, and pay the alms’, make just and 
honourable laws and create an equitable society. (Muhammad a Biography or the

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'Overnight Muhammad had become the enemy.' (Muhammad Prophet Tor our 
Time by Karen Armstrong Page 75) 

It must have been vary difficult indeed for the Muslims, brought up in 
the jahili spirit, to practice hilm and turni the other cheek. Even Muhammad 
sometime had to struggle to maintain his composure. (Muhammad, Prophet for 
Our Time Page 81)

Quran shows that some of the Emigrants found the very idea of fighting 
distasteful But Muhammad was not discouraged. (Muhammad Prophet Tor Our 
Time Page 127) 
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But Muhammad had embarked upon a dangerous course. He was living in 
a chronically violent society and he saw these raids not simply as a means of 
bringing in much - needed income, but as a way of resolving his quarrel with 
the Quraysh. 
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Muhammad was not a pacifist. (Muhammad Prophet Tor Our Time Page 137) 
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He had wanted to cut the cycle of violence and dispossession, not continue 
it.' (Muhammad Prophet for Our Time Page 151) 
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Even in Muhammad's own time, smaller Jewish groups remained in 
Medina after 627 and were allowed to live in peace with no further reprisals.

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In the Islamic empire Jews like Christians had full religious liberty; the 
Jews lived there in peace until the creation of the State of Israel in our own 
century .The Jews of Islam never suffered like the Jews of Christendom.

He had staged a defiant show of strength, which, it was hoped, would bring 
the conflict to an end. Change was coming to this desperate .primitive society, 
but for the time being, violence and killing on this scale were the norm.

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The massacre of Qurayzah is a reminder of the desperate condition of 
Arabia during Muhammad's lifetime.

Muhammad was not working within a world empire w hich imposed 
widespread order nor within one of the established religious traditions. He 
had nothing like the Ten Commandments (though even Moses is said to have 
commanded the Israelites to massacre the entire population of Canaan 
shortly after he had told them; 'Thou shalt not kill.' (Muhammad a Biography or 
the Prophet, Page 208) 
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This is a grim and horrible story and hideous overtones for most of us 
today. (Muhammad a Biography of the Prophet, Page 206) 
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He knew that Muhammad would be well within his rights, according to the 
convention or Arabia, to massacre the whole tribe. (Muhammad a Biography or

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Knowing that they were lucky to have escaped with their lives. (Muhammad

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Nadir had proved to be even more dangerous to the umnia after it had left 
medina.

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Most of the essays in Chomsky's For Reasons of State are about U.S.
